Now, with an endowed commission 
at work, it is likely that the hookworm disease 
will be wiped out, and will become a closed inci- 
dent in medical history. 

We have now learned so much about tubercu- 
losis that we could wipe tuberculosis out with 
hygienic measures, if those measures could be 
strictly enforced. We have learned much about 
the tubercle bacillus, but we have not found the 
serum that will destroy that bacillus in the hu- 
man body. 


Great Scourge and Their Cures. 
60 N the case of some diseases the cure has 
I been known before much has been learned 
about the nature of the disease. We knew 
that quinine would cure malaria, and that 
mercury would cure certain forms of blood poison, 
before we knew what the organisms causing 
those diseases were. In the case of tuberculosis, 
on the other hand, we have discovered the or- 
ganism, but not the cure. 

“The Phipps Institute, if Philadelphia, is per- 
haps doing more in research work on tubercu- 
losis than is being done anywhere else in the 
United States at present. 

“In our understanding of cancer, there has 
been great advancement. We have learned that 
cancer is a growth, and we are now able, as we 
were not formerly able, to recognize dts first 
manifestations, whenever they appear on an ex- 
ternal surface. This makes cure, by surgery or 
otherwise, possible in many cases. The biological 
facts about cancer are being learned, and I believe 
they will all be learned, but it will take time 
and money, time and money. Important research 
work in cancer is being done in the St. Louis 
Skin and Cancer Hospital, chiefly by Dr. Leo 
Loeb. 

“The founding of the Rockefeller Institute in 
New York, in 1901, gave medical research a great 
impetus in this country. One has only to com- 
pare the death rate from epidemic cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, today, with that of 15 years ago, to dé- 
termine whether this institution has justified its 
existence. 

“The field of research is so vast that the work 
has hardly done more, thus far, than to skim the 
surface of communicable diseases. An epidemic 
is dramatic and the death of, say 100 persons, 
within a week alarms everyone and causes a de- 
mand for protective measures. 

“But when the 100 persons die at different times 
through a year or so, from arterial sclerosis, 
cirrhosis of the liver or Bright’s. disease, public 
attention is not attracted. 

“Arterial sclerosis, or hardening of the arteries, 
is a common manifestation of old age. But when 
it occurs in persons of 30 or 40 years, it is in the 
nature of an infectious disease. 


Even Old Age May Be Routed. 


“TT O prevent arterial sclerosis in the old 
would be, in part, to conquer old age, 
and it would vastly increase the effi- 

ciency of many persons past middle life. Re- 
search has done little in this direction thus far, 
but as to arterial sclerosis in younger persons, 
it has established certain facts. It has shown, 
among other things, that the germs of typhoid 
fever, remaining in the blood, sometimes cause 
this disease. 

“But if the arteries could be kept from grow- 
ing old, there remain the problems presented by 
the ductless glands, the thyroid, the pituitary and 
the suprarenals, all as important to life as the 
heart itself. If the secretions of these glands be- 
come disordered, the danger is as great as if the 
lungs or the heart were impaired. All this is a 
field hardly touched in effective research work 
up to the present. 

“Then consider the frightful loss to humanity 
through insanity and impaired mentality. Com- 
pare the size of our city sanitarium, or insane 
asylum, with the city hospital, and compare the 
number of the insane, here and elsewhere, with 
the number of sick, and it will be found that 
more are sick in mind than are sick in body. 

“This is just as truly a field for research work 
as any other. With the exception of paresis, 
nearly all the forms of insanity are a mystery to 
us. The field of psychosis is an undeveloped one. 
Two psychopathic institutes, that in Boston and 
the one connected with Johns Hopkins in Balti- 
more, have engaged in this study of mental dis- 
eases. 

“It is to be hoped that the St. Louis University 
medical school of the future, and other great in- 
stitutions, will not only strive for these great dis- 
coveries in their laboratories, but will place the

HE bill (H. R. 15,657) which passed the 

T House on June 15, provided, in section 7: 
That nothing contained in the anti-trust laws 
operation of fraternal, labor, consumers, agri- 
cultural or horticultural organizations, orders 
or associations instituted for the purpose of 
mutual help and not having capital stock or 
conducted for profit, or to forbid. or restrain 
individual members of such organizations, or- 
ders or associations from carrying out the 

legitimate objects thereof be held.or.construed . 

to be illegal combinations or conspiracies in 

restraint of trade under the anti-trust laws. 

It win be observed that the language employed 
in this bill not only provides that nothing in 
the anti-trust laws shall be taken to forbid the 
existence and operation of labor organizations for 
mutual self-help, but that they shall not be con- 
strued to forbid or restrain such organizations or 
their members from carrying out, NOT “THE 
LAWFUL OBJECTS THEREOF,” BUT THE “LE- 
GITIMATE OBJECTS THEREOF.” The legiti- 
mate object of an organization is the natural or 
legical purpose for which it is formed. As the or- 
ganization of laborers for the purpose of mutual 
help is made lawful, any logical or natural means 
which they may adopt for the purposes of helping 
themselves are by this act given legality. 

If the first clause of the section stood alone, 
the fact that labor organizations were declared 
lawful could not be construed to authorize them 
or their members to carry out the objects of their 
organization by unlawful means. But this con- 
sequence is expressly removed by the provision 
that the anti-trust laws shall not be taken to for- 
bid or restrain individual members of such or- 
ganizations from carrying out the legitimate ob- 
jects thereof. In general, the law punishes the 
carrying out of an unlawful purpose by any 
means, lawful or unlawful; and the carrying out 
of a lawful purpose by unlawful means. The 
natural meaning of the clause under considera- 
tion is to make lawful acts of members 
of these organizations done to carry out the pur- 
poses Which this bill declares “legitimate,” even 
if the acts in themselves are unlawful. 


“Sop to Public Sentiment.” 
HATEVER doubts might otherwise exist 
W on this point are removed by section 18 
of the bill, which, after providing that 
no restraining order or injunction shall be granted 
in a case between employers and employes, etc., 
unless necessary to prevent irreparable injury 
to property, etc., enacts as follows: 

And no such restraining order or injunction 
shall prohibit any person or persons from 
terminating any relation of employment, or 
from ceasing to perform any work or labor, or 
from recommending, or persuading others by 
peaceful means so to do; or from attending at 
or near, a house or place where any person 
resides ‘or warks, or carries on business or 
happens to be for the purpose fully obtaining 
or communicating information, ‘or of peace- 
fully persuading any persons to work 
or to abstain from working; or from ceasing 
to patronize or to employ any party té such 
dispute or from recommending, advising or 
persuading others by peaceful means so to 
do; or from paying or giving to,,or withhold- 
ing from, any person engaged in such dispute, 
any strike benefits or other moneys or things 
of value; or from peacefully assembling at 
any place in a Jawful manner, or for lawful 
purposes; or for doing any act or thing which 
might lawfully be done in the absence of 
such dispute by any party thereto; nor shall 
any of the acts specified In this paragraph be 
considered or held unlawful.

(The report of the Corrections and Charities 
ody that Missouri almshouses, in many of which 
it found deplorable conditions only a few months 
ago, show a decided improvement, is gratify- 
ing.

However, in 20 counties 
indigent unfortunates are still farmed out to be 
cared for in the private households that bid the 
lowest for performing the service.

The suggestion that counties whose jails are 
unfit for oecupancy be compelled to send prison- 
ers to the better equipped institutions of neigh- 
boring counties is a good one.

GREAT VICTORY FOR WILSON. 

Philadelphia Public Ledger: The President's 
victory in the canal tolls repeal is the most sig- 
nificant he has won. His advocacy of repeal, he 
must have known, would split the well-disci- 
plined majority, expose him to the attacks of 
jingoes and the yellow press throughout the na- 
tion, invite assault as a repudiator of the Balti- 
more platform, menace the popularity of the ad- 
ministration, and perhaps break its ascendancy 
in Congress, or even ruin the legislative pro- 
gram under way. There was little public de- 
mand for the repeal. Scarcely more than a cor- 
poral’s guard could have been grouped to fight 
for it had a Congressman proposed it. 

In the face of these staggering difficulties, 
despite the political danger of the program, the 
President took the chance. The objectors were 
argued out of court. He leaned on the “national 
honor and Congress was ashamed not to vindi- 
cate it. And the great victory has been won 
without the forfeiture of even a contingent right 
in the canal. 


Nor APPROVED. 
Washington Post: When the President af- 
fixes his signature to a repeal of the tolls exemp- 
tion law, he may be given the thanks of the own-

Against Trust Bills 


BUSINESS MEN SINCERE. 

Indianapolis Star: If the business men of the 
country are appealing to their representatives, 
why not give them credit for sincerity, even if 
they were prompted by the larger interests? 
Why not consider that there may be some merit 
iu the contention of big business” if it appeals 
to people outside its ranks? At least, there is 
nothing reprehensible in a legitimate effort on 
the part of any one to secure the indorsement of 
public sentiment. 


RIGHT OF SELF-DEFENSE. 

Philadelphia Press: For the first time in the 
history of the country business is denied the right 
of self-defense. If business men come personally 
or send representatives to Congressmen in order 
to get some favorable considration for their men- 
aced business they are an “insidious lobby.” If 
they send letters and telegrams for the sdme 
purpose they are denounced with no less em- 
phasis. The trust measures are pushed because 
the President so wills it. As a result profound 
business depression continues all over the coun- 
try which is made no less actual and damaging 
by being termed “psychological.” 


INJURIOUS DELAY. 

Philadelphia Record: The President is un- 
doubtedly right in attributing the delay in act- 
ing on the trusts bill to the campaign against it 
conducted by many of the concerns at which it 
is aimed. They are ill-advised, however, for the 
bill represents the mature judgment of the coun- 
try after years of discussion. The Republicans 
will be likely to attack it, but much of their own 
party has felt the imperative necessity of further 
legislation. Business concerns that would rather 
bave less legislation complain of the indefinite- 
ness of the Sherman law and will welcome more 
specific legislation and the substitution of a 
commission to prevent violations of the law as 
a substitute for the action of the courts in pun- 
ishing violations. 


ARE THE BILLS NECESSARY? 

Pittsburg Dispatch: The interests affected by 
the legislation have a right to be heard, in a 
legitimate way. When those interests’ strongest 
power lies in employing money to get up a pro- 
test, or a fake protest, it is likely to resort to 
means a little more than legitimate. Of course, 
the question whether men are out of employment 
now or not has very little to do With the issue 
before Congress. The question is whether the 
measures proposed will cure the evils that have 
been dominant in business and whether they are 
necessary. On these points there should be very 
careful consideration and deliberation. 

Our impression is that some parts of the bills 
now pending in the Senate are desirable and will 
aid the development of free business, while other 
parts are unnecessary and may prove harmful. 


NO PANACEA. 

New York Evening Post: One general con- 
sideration, affecting this whole question, remains 
to be mentioned. It is that laws of this nature 


never meet expectations. They do not do so actu- 
ally, and least of all politically. It seems to be 
the thought at Washington that the enactment 
oi the trust bills would close the entire chapter 
of that kind of legislation. But it would be folly 
to imagine anything of the sort. Behind the 
pa nacea-man there always lurks another to affirm 
that this particular nostrum is valueless, and that 
the country will never be happy until he gets a 
chance to put his nostrum on the statute book. 
The bills referred to are plainly a pretty large 
borrowing from the Progressive platform. But 
does Mr. Wilson fancy that the Progressives will 
stop there? Already some of their leaders are 
agitating for the Government ownership of rail- 
roads. That sort of appetite is simply whetted 
by giving it only a part of its bill-of-fare. 


WHY NOT ORGANIZE? 

New York Sunt Why should not business 
men organize opposition to the President’s anti- 
trust program if they consider it dangerous or 
even if they merely dislike it? Is the “new free- 
dom” entirely a one-sided affair? 

The President himself and a large and organized 
support are agitating vigorously for this \egisla- 
tion. Cabinet officers, certain members of both 
houses of Congress, uplifters in and out of office 
and sundry publications insist day in and day 
out on the beneficence and the urgency of the 
drastic regulation of business. 

But when a New York business man, not an 
official of a great corporation, but just an ordi- 
nary citizen with the ordinary interests of citi- 
zenship at stake, invites others through the coun- 
try in the same position with himself to join in 
remonstrance against the proposed new laws, tlie 
President at once sees in his action a conspiracy, 
“a combination of business interests” to thwart 
benevolent psychology. 


REFERENDUM PROPOSED. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: If the President is 
convinced that the country is with him and is 
ready to support his theoretical policies, why this 
burning desire on his part to push his anti-trust 
bills through before the adjournment of Con- 
gress? 

If he is correct in his belief that all is well 
with the country; that the near-free trade tariff 
law is working out splendidly and that whatever 
business depression there is is merely psycho- 
logical,” he need not fear for the results of the 
coming election. Congress has been working 
under high pressure. It is getting weary and 
would appreciate a vacation. The House has du 
through the anti-trust measures and the country 
understands them well enough to judge of their 
value. They can be discussed as among the cam- 
paign issues—coupled with the tariff and con- 
sidered. If indorsed by the ballots of the people 
the Senate could and would adopt them next 
winter.

It means the same 
thing. If one hunger striker were to perish of 
Starvation in a British jail it would create a 
scandal—an outburst of indignant horror that 
would re-echo round the world. “Let them die” 
forsooth! Don’t these advocates of allowing 
famine to become martyrdom know that Russia, 
the most tyrannical country on earth, doesn’t dare 
let women hunger strikers die? The bare sug- 
gestion of a hunger strike of women within pris- 
or walls is enough to throw any Siberian jailer 
into a fit. 


Yet the mobs must be suppressed. How to 
do it? Are women to be trained by police clubs 
—shot down with police revolvers? Are the sol- 
diers to be called out and the suffragettes blown 
to pieces with grapeshot? Let any such ca- 
tastrophe happen and England and civilization 
would be disgraced forever. 


What, then, shall be done? If the remedy 
can’t be found in the sane womanhood of En- 
gland, we cannot imagine any adequate resource. 
Let the law-abiding elements of English suffra- 
gism no longer permit appropriation of this ques- 
tion by the lawless. The salvation of England 
rests with English women. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE WILL STAY. 


Savannah News: As was expected, the woman 
suffrage law in Illinois was sustained by the 
Supreme Court of that State. Although the Court 
would not have hesitated to knock it out if it 
had thought it was unconstitutional, yet it may 
be said that when once women are given the vote 
they never again will be deprived of it. No step 
they take towards equal civil rights with men will 
ever be retraced. All the fighting over woman 
suffrage must occur before the granting of the 
ballot to women, for when that is done one time 
it is done for all time. 


AS TO OBEYING. 


Chicago Herald: In relegating the marriage 
ceremony to oblivion Dr. Anna Shaw says: “No 
woman obeys her husband.” Considering the 
point that she intended to make, the assertion 
may be accepted as the truth. Certainly no wom- 
en obeys her husband because the word “obey” 
appears in a marriage service. 

On the other hand, many husbands have 
obeyed their wives even though the marriage serv- 
ice formally made the man the master. The 
question is determined neither by the ceremony 
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nor the sex, but by the strength of the individ- 
val will.

This has been true since marriage was first in- 
stituted. It is no new development of feminism — 
or any other ism.

more than 30,000 cars of purely local 
traffic every year.

onl] WOULD RUN MORE CARS 


Public Servicé Commission to 
Consider Plan for New Loop 
to Relieve Congestion. 


The State of Missouri, through its 
Public Service Commission, is about 
to subject the United Railways Co. 
to a searching and far-reaching in- 
vestigation which will begin tomor- 
row and continue at least 30 days. 

All St. Louisans who know of the 
many ways in which the service 
could be improved are expected to 
aid in the inquiry and furnish the 
commission with whatever informa- 
tion they have. 

The investigation is the direct re- 
sult of a petition filed with the 
State Public Service Commission by 
the West End Bustness Men’s Asso- 
ciation, through its attorney, ph- 
raim Caplan, last December, follow- 
ing complaints of inadequate street 
car service made by residents of 
north and northwest St. Louis and 
other seotions, 

It is the commission’s purpose to 
make a thorough survey of the street 
car situation in St. Louis. All lines 
will be included in the investigation. 

Students Keep Tab on Oars. 

J. L. Harrop, chief engineer of the 
commission, will start the investiga- 
tion tomorrow and will remain in 
St. Louis to supervise the work of 
25 Washington University students 
who have been selected to keep tab 
on the St. Louis street cars to de- 
termine whether they are being 
operated in a manner calculated to 
serve the best interests of the public. 

The student investigators, under 
Harrop’s direction, will ridé the cars 
at all hours of the. day and night. 
They will try to find out just what 
extent the company serves its own 


ends rather than those of the riding 


public by redusing the number of 
cars operated on all the lines in the 
period intervening between the 
morning and 8 rush hours, 


that on many of the principal lines of 
the United Railways systém the cars are 
crowded at all times and standing loads 
are carried in the middle of the day, as 
well as in the morning or evening. It 
is the apparent policy of the company at 
all hours to run just a sufficient num- 
ber of cars to oarry passengers with a 
maximum of crowding and a minimum 
of comfort, so that a large proportion 
of those whe ride cannot obtain seats. 


Keep Wateh on Car Sheds. 

Engineer Harrop’s corps of investigat- 
ors will make a special study of car 
she sleight-of-hand as practiced by the 
United Railways Co. Cars disappear 
from the sheds as if by magic between 
5 and 9 a. m. and between 4:30 and 7 
p. m. But they all come back. From 9 
a. m. to 4 p. m. a large proportion of 
the company’s rolling stock. doesn’t roll. 
Hundreds of cars are in the sheds while 
those in operation are carrying stand- 
ing loads. 

While the Public Service Commission's 
investigation is on a close watch will 
be kept on all the car sheds and ac- 
curate reports will be made to show 


hat proportion of its equipment the 


company retires in the middle of the 
day. 

The West End Business Men's Associ- 
ation petition describes the congested 
district.of St. Louis as being bounded b7 
the Mississippi River on the east, Jef- 
ferson avenue on the west, Chouteau 
avenue on the south and Cass avenue on 
the north.

In many instances 
the cars are so spaced that one cross- 
town car picks up the accumulated load 
from two westbound cars at a transfer 
point. This deprives the resident of 
north and south St. Louis of their 
chance to get a seat after they have 
transferred from westbound cars. 

It has been charged that at most of 
the transfer points crossed by the Olive 
street line two and somstimes three 
Olive’ street cars arrive and discharge 
passengers before one crosstown car 
comes to pick up the passengers. 
The routing of the cars on the Unit- 
ed Railways system also will de investi- 
‘gated by Harrop and his assistants. The 
West End Business Men, in their peti- 
tion, assert that the present routing of 
most of the lineé causes great incon- 
venience, delay and congestion and that 
the downtown loop now in use is wholly 
inadequate to handle the traffic. 


Supplementary Loop Suggested. 

Harrop will report to the commission 
as to the advisability of requiring the 
company td build a supplementary loop 
to. relteve the present congestion. Prac- 
tically three-fourtha of the cars now 
operated in St. Louis have their down- 
town loop terminals in the district be- 
tween Eighth street and Fourth street 
and Pine street and Washington avenue. 

It has been suggested to the commis- 
sion that the congestion could be re- 
lieved by constructing another loop east 
of Righteenth street, preferably on 


Twelfth street or Fourteenth wren, and 


| downtown diverted over this new loop. 


It is a matter of general observation.

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It is pointed out that at present the 
cars In the evening rush hour pick up 
all the passengers they can carry be- 
fore leaving the downtown loop district 
and that many persons walk from points 
as far west as Twelfth street to Broad- 
way to make sure of catching a car.

Is Released After Telling 
Story to Court. |

BERLIN, June 2—A Berlin girl of 
German-American parentage wreaked 
this week complete revenge, after ycars 
of waiting, upon an officer who for- 
sook and insulted her. First she lashed 
him across the face with a dog whip, 
then humiliated him before the court 
when he sued her for “attempted as- 
sault.“ 
This officer aime himself several 
years ago to marry the girl, and it was 
agreed that, as neither was wealthy, 
he should resign his commission and 
seek. civil employment. He found ex- 
cuses, however, for continual postpon- 
ing his resignation, and when the girl’s 
parents died he persuaded her and her 
sister to practically support him. 
On being promoted to be a Captain 
the officer broke off the engagement 
and announced publicly that the girl 
never had been anything but his com- 
panion. 
She refused to sue for libel, arguing 
that there was little prospect of getting 
even in that way. Instead of seeking 
the aid of the courts she arranged to 
meet him at a railway station in East 
Berlin when a large number of her 
friends were in the crowd on the piat- 
form. When the officer left the train 
the girl suddenly drew a dog whip and 
belabored her faithless lover across the 
face, leaving long cuts. 
The Captain was obliged by the mili- 
tary court of honor to take action 
against the girl, and when the cuts 
were more or less healed he sued her 
for “attempted assault.” 
In court the girl defended her case 
herself. Instead of pleading justifica- 
tion she addressed the Judges, inform- 
ing them of all the facts and closed: 
“I plead guilty to assault and I have

FOUND BESIDE HIS BODY 


Party of Autoists Discovers 
Tragedy and Police Arrest 
Her an Hour Later. 


EXETER, N. H., June 20.—Henry J. 
Folsom, a Boston lawyer was shot and 
killed by his wife on the road between 
here and New Market today. Mrs. 
Folsom was arrested nearly an hour 
later when the police found her stand- 
ing over her husband’s body with a re- 
volver in her hand. She confessed. 

“I did it decause I loved him,“ she 
told the police, and also declared she 
was jealous of her husband. 

The Folsoms have a summer home 

New Market, eight miles from 
here. Mrs. Folsom has been. there 
several weeks. She came to Exeter 


today and met her husband, who ar- 
rived on an afternoon train from 
Boston. It is believed they were 
driving to New Market when the 
shooting occurred. A party of men 
in an automobile came upon the body 
with the woman beside it and after 
questioning her they hurried here and 
notified the police. 


Police Find Woman With Body. 

When Chief Andrew Davis and 
John Knowlton, the medical referee, 
reached the @cene they found Mrs. 
Fclsom still standing over the body. 
She handed the weapon over to Chief 
Davis. 

“Is he dead?” she asked. 

The Chief assured her that he was 

“I don’t think he is,” she said. 
“Feel his pulse.“ 

The medical referee made another 
examination of the body, finding no 
signs of life and Mrs. Folsom stepped 
into the Chiefs automobile saying 
simply: “All right.” 

She was locked up here to await a 
hearing. Mrs. Folsom is about 40 
years old. Her husband was a little 
older. 

After a hearing before Judge Edward 
Mayer, Mrs. Folsom was held for the 
grand jury of the October term ot court. 
She pleaded guilty and said the cour: 
would not understand if she told her 
reasons for the shooting. 

“I have no case,’’ she said.

Counsel Named by Court. 

The Court appointed counsel for the 
woman. Her attorney entered a plea of 
not guilty in her behalf. 

Chief of Police Davis testified tha: 
when he asked Mrs. Folsom why she 
shot her husband she answered: 

So he would not marry another wom- 
an.“ 

The Folsoms were in a two-seated car- 
riage when the shooting began. It is 
believed that Folsom was in the front 
driving and his wife was in the rear 
seat. Five shots were fired, all taking 
effect. 

At the conclusion of the hearing Mrs. 
Folsom was taken to the Portsmouth 
jail.

New Tenant Replies That He Is

Residents in the 5800 block on Wash- 
ington boulevard were greatly agitated 
yesterday over the efforts of a janitor 
fo rise in the world by forsaking his 
basement quarters and moving into sec- 
ond floor living rooms in a finely ap- 
pointed apartment house at 5897 Wash- 
ington boulevard.

Bernard Quigley, manager of the rent- 
al department of the Mercantile Trust 
Co., was kept busy answering telephone 
calls from persons in the Washington 
boulevard block who wanted to know 
why the Mercantile, as agent, had rent- 
ed an apartment to a janitor. 


Lived in the Basement. 
Quigley told all inquirers that it was 
against his protest that A. Plesner of 
4301 West Belle place, the owner, al- 
lowed Blomberg to sign a year’s lease. 
Until Friday Blomberg and his wife 
lived ir. basement rooms in the neigh- 
borhood. The rent of the apartment 
they now occupy is 350 a month. 

There was more consternation when 
it was learned that Mrs. Blomberg 
planned to do housecleaning for other 
dwellers in the apartment house where 
she has her new quarters, and that 
Blomberg intended to sublet some of the 
rooms. 

When told of the storm of protest 
which had arisen, Blomberg said that 
although he had signed a year’s lease 
for the apartments, he would be willing 
to surrender them and move if the mat- 
ter coula ve satisfactorly adjusted. 

“I didn’t have the advantage of an 
education—I had to go to work when I 
was 12 years old,“ Blomberg said. But 
I have saved my money. Today I do 
not owe a man in the world a single 
renny. And there are two banks in this 
town which will cash my checks for 
larger amounts than you imagine. 

A First-Rate Janitor. 

‘T’ve lived straight-forward and I’ve 
made my money honestly. I can look 
any man in the face. Sure I’m a janitor. 
Somebody’s got to do this work, you 
know. But I’m a first-rate janitor. 

“This is America, you know, and 1 
thought my wife and I could occupy the 
apartment without creating so much con- 
sternation. She is cleaning up the rooms 
of George M. Burns, a bachelor, who oc- 
cupies the flat opposite ours, No. 4. 

„J will admit I don’t wear fine clothes 
and diamonds. But I'll bet I can buy 
out three-fifths of the people in that 
neighborhood.” 

Mrs. Eugene F. Howe, who lives in 
one of the apartments, said their lease 
had 10 months yet to run, but that they 
would rather break that lease than stay 
in the same building. I understood 
this was a first-class apartment,“ she 
said.

Appellate Court Sets Aside An- 
nulment on Ground It Wasn't 
Proven She Was Negress. 


A decision of the St. Lou's Court of 
Appeals yesterday conducted Mrs. 
Agnes Nash Marre of 3627 Gravois 
avenue across the color line which 
severs black from white. For two 
years, under a decision of the Cir- 
cuit Court, her legal status was that 
of a negress. The Appellate Court, 
reversing the verdict of the lower 
court, pronounced her a white wom- 
an. 

The case was that of a suit 
brought by her husband, Louls Marre, 
gon of James Marre, former owner 
o? Forest Park Highlands, to annul 
their marriage on the ground that, 
as she was a negress, it constituted 
miscegenation, which is forbidden un- 
der the Missouri law. A verdict for 
the plaintiff was returned Feb. 23, 
1912, by Charles Claflin Allen, then 
Circuit Judge. The suit attracted a 
great deal of attention. 

The Court of Appeals determined the 
plaintiff had not proved Mrs. Marre to 
be a negress, and went farther to say 
that even if it were granted that her 
veins held a tincture of negro blood, 
it was not shown that the proportion 
amounted to one-eighth, which is the 
ratio defining a negro under a Missouri 
statute. 

Says She Will Bring Suit. 

Mrs. Marre told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter last night that she regarded the 
finding of the Court of Appeals as a 
vindication, and that she would now 
bring suit to divorce her husband. 

Her complexion is reddish, rather 
than swarthy, and, except for a fulness 
of the lips, her features seem Indian 
in cast. She has an abundance of 
straight, raven hair. She declares her 
descent is Indian and Mexican. 

Mrs. Marre said her family was 
broken-hearted over the lower court's 
decision, and she thought this was a 
factor in the death of her father and 
sister. Her father died in October, 
1912. Her sister, Mrs. William Smith, 
died five months ago. 

Mrs. Marre is 31 years old and lives 
with her mother, Mrs. Emily Nash 
Marre formerly resided with his fa- 
ther at 3815 Potomac street, but is now 
in the contracting business in Cincin- 
nati.

INJURED, RESCUED 
FROM ThE RIVER 


Declares He Was Beaten, Tossed 
From Boat Into Shallow 
Water. 


NOT EXPECTED TO LIVE 


Michal Martin Says He Was 
Attacked on Street and Robbed 
of Mortgage. 


William Gentry, engineer, and his fire- 
man, William Huey, riding on a switch 
engine of the Manufacturers’ Railway at 
the foot of St. George street, at 11:50 
o’clock last night, heard cries for help. 
They followed the sound, and wading 10 
feet into the river, found a man, tied 
hand and foot, they said, with a clothes- 
line. 

They dragged him out and blew the 
whistle of their engine until Policeman 
J. P. Landy arrived. He took the man 
to the city hospital, where physicians 
said the man seemed to have suffered a 
fracture at the base of the skull, and 
that he probably would die. 

Half unconscious, the injured man said 
he was Michael Martin, 3% years old, 
fireman at the St. Louis Club. 

He told a wierd story of having been 
at a moving picture show at Channing 
avenue and Olive street, and that when 
he walked away toward Jefferson ave- 
nue he was attacked by two men, whom 
he said he recognized and whose names 
he gave to the police, 

He remembered nothing more, he said, 
until he found himself with the two 
men in a motorboat on the river. They 
were demanding a mortgage he held for 
$256 on property in Granite City, and 
also that he write a promissory note of 
some kind. One of the men, he said, 
took the mortgage from his pocket and 
tore it up. Then they tied his hands 
and feet, he continued, and pitched him 
into the river. 


Police reports did not explain 
whether Martin was kneeling or sit- 


ting in the water near the shore, or 
how, with his injuries and his limbs 
tied, he was able to keep his head 
above water. Physicians at the hos- 
pital would not permit reporters to 
question Martin in detail. 

Policeman Landy reported that when 
he reached Martin his pockets were 
turned inside out and his hands were 
tied with clothesline.

Explosion Then Sets Machines Afire and Crowd 
Sees Blazing Wreckage Fall 2000 Feet 
With Austrian Officers. 


By Associated Press. 

VIENNA, June %.—Nine burned and 
mutilated bodies, the splintered frag- 
ments of an aeroplane and the charred 
remnants of a dirigible balloon tonight 
are the relics of a collision in midair 
of the two craft, furnishing probably 
the most startling spectacle since man 
learned to fly. 

The catastrophe which resulted in the 
death of all participants, followed a 
mimic attack by the aeroplane on the 
dirigible at a great height during the 
Austrian army maneuvers. Army offi- 
cers said it was only a small example of 
the horrors that might attend aerial 
warfare. 

The dirigible military balloon Koert- 
ling left Fischamand, 11 miles from VI- 
enna, at 8 o’clock this morning. She 
was manned by Capt. Johann Haus- 
wirth, Lieuts. Ernst Hofstetter and 
Brauer, Corporals Hadima and Weber, 
and Engineer Kammerer and Lieut. 
Haidinger. 

Biplane Starts in Pursuit. 

Half an hour later a military aero- 
plane of the biplane type, with Lieuts. 
Flatz and Hoosta aboard, started in 
pursuit. 

It was the intention of Capt. Haus- 
wirth to take photographs from the 
dirigible of the movements of the 
troops and then to join in the maneu- 
vers. He was also to keep out of range 
of any craft which might seek to attack 
him. 

The news had gone abroad that some- 
thing in the nature of a sham aerial 
fight would take place, and at Koenigs- 
berg, the scene of the engagement, a 
crowd had gathered. Quickly the 
smaller, but speedier aeroplane over- 
took the dirigible and then the specta- 
tors witnessed a thrilling sight. 

The aeroplane circled several times 
around the balloon, now darting close 
to her and then away, always appar- 
ently steering off just in time to avoid 
an actual collision. 

The balleon continued to rise until it 
was about 1300 feet from the ground. 
The aeroplane, at a still greater height, 


maneuvered until it appeared to be 
nearly over the airship. Then it swooped 
towards the dirigible. 

Plane Rips Balloon Open. 

It was the evident intention of the 
pilot of the aeroplane to take up a po- 
sition directly above the gas-filled ma- 
chine, within striking distance, but, be- 
cause of air currents, or a fatal miscal- 
culation of distance, or of speed, the 
nose of the biplane struck the gas en- 
velope of the airship and ripped it wide 
open. 

A tremendous explosiow followed; the 
balloon burst into flames, which en- 
veloped the biplane, and in a moment 
the wreckage began to drop and 
scorched men, crashing to the slope of 
a hill, just as Lieut. Hofstetter’s bride 
of a month arrived in a motor car. 

The bag of the balloon was still burn- 
ing when it struck the ground. Lieut. 
Flatz, when extricated from the wreck- 
age of the aeroplane, showed faint 
signs of life. He seemed to make an 
effort to rise, but almost immediately 
he expired. All the other aviators were 
killed immediately. 

Archduke Hurries to Scene. 

Military officers who saw the disaster 
said the maneuvers had been under- 
taken with instruction to carry as far 
as possible actual war cenditions in 
which an aeroplane was attacking a 
dirigible, the latter trying to repel the 
assault. The occupants of both craft 
had been order to conduct themselves 
as they would in an actual aerial com- 
bat. 

According to some experts, the catas- 
trophe seemingly was caused by the 
aeroplane’s being caught in the eddies 
trem the balloon. They attribute the 
accident to a species of whirlwind 
caused by the airship’s propeller, which 
affected the flight ef the smaller ma- 
chine. 

Archduke Charles Francis and several 
officers of the ministry arrived shortly 
on the scene and an aid-de-camp of the 
Emperor’s also proceeded there to seek 
information for His Majesty and express 
the Emperer’s sympathy.

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SENATORS MODIFY LABOR 
CLAUSES IN TRUST BILL 


Committee Would Bar Picketing 
and Changes Injunction Sec- 


tion of House Measure. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—After sev- 


eral hours’ consideration, the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee today decided to 
eliminate from the House anti-trust bill 
words which lawyers say would legalize 
the blacklist. Although less than half 
the committee attended today’s session, 
and action was described as tentative, it 
was generally believed tonight that the 
entire committee will approve. 

The portions of the bill acceptable to 
organized labor were only slightly modi- 
fied and their principal contention, for 
the limiting of injunctions in labor dis- 
putes, was agreed to almost the same 
as written in the House bill. The com- 
mittee expects to finish its work next 
week and report the bill to the Senate. 

Senator Newlands today announced 
that the trade commission bill would be 
taken up Monday if the Senate agrees 
and will be disposed of before this 
broader measure is pressed for consid- 
eration. 

The committee devoted all day to the 
section relating to the issuance of re- 
straining orders and injunctions in labor 
disputes. The committee struck out 
language which would have banned in- 
junctions against picketing and at- 
tendance near the homes or working 
places of any person “for the purpose 
of peacefully obtaining or communicat- 
ing information.” 

In the section relating to contempt 
proceedings, it struck out the House pro- 
vision limiting the punishment to a $1000 
fine or six months’ imprisonment. Sec- 
tions relating to price discrimination, re- 
fusal to sell mining, oil, gas or hydro- 
electric products, exclusive sale agree- 
ments and that prohibiting eombinations 
or holding companies which would les- 
sen competition, were stricken from the 
bill entirely.

Efficiency and Simplicity Re- 
quired in Government; Hence 
the Code, He Says. 


Frederick N. Judson, member of 
the Board of Freeholders and an 
expert of national reputation on the 
subject of tacation, herewith shows 
how At. Louls taxpayers will get a 
far better return for thetr tozes un- 
der the proposed new charter than 
they now get under the old charter. 
He answers many other objections 
that have been made to the proposed 
charter. 


By Frederick N. Judson. 
HB reasons for the adoption of a 
1 new Charter in Zt. Louis are not 
far to seck. The present Char- 
ter, adopted in 1876, after a legal con- 
test, represented the dest political 
thought at that time. It was based on 
the checks and balances theory of gov- 
ernment. While these are sometimes 
effective in preventing bad or incom- 
petent officials from doing wrong, the 
cumbersome and complicated system is 
equally effective oftentimes in prevent- 
ing good and efficient officials from 
accomplishing good. 

Since that time the problems of munici- 
pal government have been enormously 
increased; city life has been revyolu- 
tionized. Then, in 1876, we had 8 miles 
of horse cars. Now we have over %0 
miles of electric street cars. 

Efficiency, Simplicity Required, 

There has been a distinct revolution 
in modern political thought as to the 
proper basis of municipal government. 
We now require efficiency and sim- 
plicity, and hence, the so-called commis- 
sion form of government. We have come 
to realize that we cannot obtain the 
best results of city government without 
efficient machinery. The so-called bi- 
cameral system, framed on the model 
of the Federal and state governments, 
hag been all but universally discarded 
in cities of the United States because 
it lacks simplicity and Girectness. No 
one would dream ef having a double 
house system in any private business 
corporation, whatever its magnitude. 

The new charter has been framed on 
the distinct theory of including the wid- 
est range of municipal powers which the 
State Constitution permits. One of the 
objections to the new charter is that 
the thirty-five separate clauses con- 
tained in Article 1, defining municipal 
powers, are a néedless amplification. In

such a matter, however, it was better to 
use too many words than too few. Fur- 
thermore, these objectors overlook the 
fact that we are confronted with the 
ruling of the courts, that there is no 
presumption favoring a liberal construc- 
tion of municipal charters. We had an 
impressive example of this in St. Louis 
when it was sought to issue bonds un- 
ger direct constitutional authority for 
the World's Fair, and we found it aeces- 
sary to amend the city charter to con- 
fer the specific charter authority which 
had been granted by the Constitution, 
and we were compelled to make this 
Amendment in order to make our bon4a 
marketable. We could not afford, thére- 
fore, to spare words, and leave the ex: 
tent of the city powers in doubt. 


Provisions Leok te the Future. 


It is objected that we made certain 
provisions, such vs ward representation, 
preferential voting, and the like, sub- 
ject to future legislative action. This 
was obviously proper, as it will enable 
the city to take advantage of such ac- 
tion without the necessity of a charte 
amendment. This principle is recog 
nize@ in the present charter in tts ref 
crence to the police system establishea 
by the State.

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no occupation shall be taxed for city 
purposes unless it is specifically 
named in the city charter as subject 
to such taxation.

the burdens of the taxpayers. Effidient 
governgnent means necessarily that fhe 
public monies will be wisely expended; 
the stoppage of waste and efficiency 
means that the citizen and taxpayer 
will reecive a far better return for his 
taxes than he does now. More than all, 
the substitution of efficiency for the 
existing spoils system in the public 
service means the stoppage of the most 
fruitful sources of waste in municipal 
government. 

The question is not whether this or 
that provision in the new charter is 
the best possible. All human govern- 
ment is based on a compromise of con- 
flicting opinions. The new charter is 
based upon broad and liberal lines, and 
its adoption would mean that St. Louis 
is @ progressive city in the true sense 
of that term.

FROM MINE: HOPE 
FOR OTHERS GONE 


Rescuers at Alberta Colliery 
Find Dead Workmen Pinned 
Erect to Walls. 


LETHBRIDGE, Alberta, June ™.— 
Bodies of 94 of the 197 miners entombed 
when an explosion wrecked the inner 
workings of Mine No. 2 of the Hill 
Crest (Alberta) Collieries, Ltd., yester- 
day, had been removed to the surface to- 
night. All hope of rescuing alive any 
of the remaining 1083 members of the 
crew that entered the mine yesterday 
had been abandoned. 

Under the direction of Government 
mine experts, the work of rescue went 
rapidly forward today and at nightfall 
the explorers had reached several hun- 
dred feet into the mine. 

Many of the bodies removed today 
were dug from the debris, tons of which 
blocked all passages. Other bodies were 
standing erect, pinned to the wall by 
timbers. 

That the explosion was due to the 
forming of gas in the lower levels of 
the mine has been generally accepted. 

Among the bodies recovered were 
those of James Quigley, superintendent 
of the mine, and Thomas Taylor, fire 
boss. Mine experts believe that most 
of the bodies remaining entombed are 
located about 1200 feet from the mouth 


of the pit. 


HURT iN FALL IN SHAFT 


Walter Dawson, 18 years old, of 2700 
Cass avenue, an employe of the Mer- 
chants’ Ice and Coal Co., fell 14 feet 
down an elevator shaft at the ice plant

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IPEOPLE WRITE 10 
PRESIDENT, UPHOLD 
HIS TRUST POLICY 


From Many Sections Comes 
Word That Corporations 
Are Creating Gloom. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, June 20.—Frem 
several sections of the country Presi- 
dent Wilson has received letters re- 
cently tending to show that some of 
the business depression was as the 
President said, “a state of mind, psy- 
chological.” Some of the writers 
frankly say they had cried hard 
times, but find they were in haste. 
The following excerpts were taken 
from letters received by the Presi- 

dent: 

“Will you kindly allow a ‘small 
business man’ to congratulate you 
on your position regarding trust leg- 
islation. In contradition to ‘Big Busi- 
ness, I believe the sentiment among 
small business is that this question 
ought to be definitely settled as soon 
as possible. If it is side-tracked I be- 
lieve that a few years more will see 
the country facing the same prob- 
lems.” 

This from Missouri: “I am heartily 
glad that you have refused to be di- 
verted from your proposed trust leg- 
islation by manufactured sentiment. 
This last move of ‘Big Business’ is 
even more flagrant, if posible, than 
that so ably exposed by Senator La 
Follette. The country is prosperous.” 
Small Men Being Misled. 

From Fort Wayne, Ind.: “Your 
statement that ‘Big Business’ is man- 
ufacturing business depression is true 
in my opinion, and your policy in 
giving publicity to the condition is 
good statesmanship. This policy 
should have encouragement from the 
great mass of men engaged in com- 
petitive business, who are today 
being used by the very small per- 
centage of men engaged in monopo- 
listic business to pull their chestnuts 
out of the fire. As a manufacturer of 
the opposite political faith from you, 
I am in sympathy with the adminis- 
tration policies and accomplishments 
up to date along the line of trust 
legislation.“ 

From St. Paul, Minn: “It is quite 
manifest that the cause of the pres- 
ent hard times is almost wholly due 
to a united action on the part of the 
large corporations of the country, 
after deliberate conference, to chas- 
tise your administration. No doubt 
the corporations have mutually 
agreed to put on the brakes and slow 
up business in every way possible. 
This is the way they have of intimi- 
dating the people and its administra- 
tion. There should be a law that 
would imprison such conspirators 
and confiscate their business.” 

From Kentucky: “The circular let- 
ters you exposed are a part of a con- 
eerted action by ‘Big Business’ to 
defeat the President's trust program. 
Small business and the common peo- 
ple want the President to finish what 
he has started. Business is not dull 
here and is better than it has been 
in years.” 

From the Latin-American Chamber 
of Commerce of New York: “We have 
no sympathy with the purposes of 
the circular letters being sent through 
the country, seeking to stop trust 
legislation.” 

Encouragement From St. Louis. 

From a large St. Louis house 
“Keep up your courage and keep 
Congress in session until it passes 
the trust bills. Honest business is not 
being hurt.” 

From Iowa: “If the people will 
only stand by you as they stood by 
Jackson, then only those who labor 
isidiously and unceasingly to 
further selfish interests need have 
any fear.“ 

From Tennesse: “We were re- 
quested by a large corporation to 
wire our Senators and Representa- 
tives asking for an adjournment of 
Congress without trust laws. In- 
stead we wire you that we have full 
confidence in your administration 
and its purposes.” 

From Salem, Mo.: “The merchants 
here pay no attention to the request 
in that circular letter. We know 
that you are being hampered in 
every way on matters of legislation. 
The people of the country have con- 
fidence in you and desire anti-trust 
legislation at this session of con- 
gress.”

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PROSPERITY HELD 
UP BY FINANCIERS, 
OWEN DECLARES 


Senator Says Three Groups in 
New York Are Responsible 
for Any Depression. 


By Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, June %¢.—Critics 


and friends of the administration 
joined in a sharp ten-minute pros- 
perity debate in the Senate today. 
Senator Smoot held the tariff re- 
sponsible for alarming conditions 
while Senator Owen blamed three 


groups of financiers in New York for 
whatever business depression exists. 
Senator Smoot stirred Democratic 
leaders by predicting, on the basis 
of the Treasury's statement of for- 
eign trade during the day that, if 
the present trend of business condi- 
tions did not change within the next 
few months, there would be “disas- 
trous results.” 

He said the report showed that im- 
ports during May increased $29,900,- [A 
000 and exports decreased $33,000,000 
over May, 1913, He read newspaper 
clippings of the recent large gold 
shipments to Europe. 


Awerican Stocks Turned Back. 
Senator Hollis, making the first re- 
ply for the Democrats, said foreign 
distrust of American stocks, arising 
from the collapse of the New Haven 
and of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroads, had resulted in American 
stocks being turned back on this 
country and the necessity of the send- 
ing of gold to Europe in return. 

Benator Thomas suggested Fu- 
ropean laborers were crowding every 
ship to America to escape the pros- 
perity abroad which the Utah Sena- 
tor was picturing. 

Senator Owen advanced the state- 
ment that three groups of men with 
headquarters in New York were re- 
sponsible for present conditions. He 
said these men controlled $22,000,- 
000,000 or nearly all the railroads and 
every big industry in the country. 

Power at Financiers. 

“These men can forbid the rail- 
ways to buy rails or buy steel cars 
or buy frogs and switches or buy 
lumber or buy cross ties. These men 
can put out of employment thousands 
upon thousands of men; these men 
can constrict credits in every district 
where a representative is to be elect- 
ed this fall and in every state where 
a Senator is to be elected. These men 
have it in their hands to send down 
to defeat any candidate, be he Demo- 
crat, Progressive or Republican, who 
does not *sympathize with them.” 

Senator Smoot insisted that this 
had nothing to do with the decrease 
of exports or the increase of imports. 

The debate was cut off by a roll 
for the regular business of the day. 

Change in Sentiment. 

Th Judiciary Committee expects to 
report the anti-trust bill next week. 
Senator Simmons has taken a poll of 
the Senate to ascertain sentiment 
ror anti-trust measures at the pres- 
ent session. “The result has been 80 
satisfactory that I do not now think 
that a party caucus is necessary,” he 
said. 

“IT have never felt that we would 
be able to adjourn in July, but there 
has been such a change of sentiment 
among the Democratic Senators that 
I believe we would be able to pass 
the trust measures without prolonged 
debate. Just how long the debate 
will last depends upon the attitude 
of the Republicans. In any event it 
will not consume the time taken up 
by the discussion of the tariff or the 
currency Dill. 

Purpose of Depression Talk. 

“There is a purpose in the outcry 
against the enactment of the anti- 
trust bills. If the Democrats were 
to leave their program uncompleted, 
the interests that opposed the pass- 
age of the present tariff law and are 
row opposing the trust bills would 
use their money and influence to de- 
feat Democrats in doubtful Congres- 
sional districts in November. 

Jam firm in my belief that the 
calamity howlers will subside as 
soon as they realize that the Demo- 
crats in the Senate are in earnest. 
The purpose of the organized move- 
ment to create the impression that 
there is a business depression is to 
influence the action of Congress on 
pending legislation.”

érawing up of an ordinance, which, in 
the mind of one individual, might cover 
the evils and abuses under discussion. 

The association is having duplicates 
ef the ordinances and statutes of other 
gtates and cities made, in an endeavor 
to draw up bills, which win as nearty 
as possible, approach ideal conditions, 
and while it may appear that this is 
very simple, the quantity of data al- 
ready obtained would surprise most peo- 
ple with the complexities and technical- 
ities of which the situation is full. 

“We believe that better results can 
be obtained, and th¥ co-operation of the 
aifferent interests, as well as the City 
Council, assured,” said Hausmann, dy 
intreducing separate ordinances, which 
cover only one condition at a time, al- 
lowing each one to rest on its own 
merits, and eliminating the possibility 
of one bad ordinance carrying to defeat 
several geod ones.

Possibly the most interesting piece of 
news en St. Louis Auto Row the past 
week was the announcement that E. W.

He emphasizes the fact that the tour- 
ist of the present time does not need 
to encounter the difficulties and annoy- 
ing experiences that a few years ago 
seemed al most inevitable. Arrangements 
can be made to place your car in the

| bership in the Touring Club of France 
and the Auto Association of Great 
Britain, and will see your car shipped 
and through the customs at each end, 
| doing all these additional services very

Many things have been done in the 
past few years to aid the tourist in se- 
curing desirable accommodations. Care- 

fully prepared maps with descriptive 
matter relative to points of interest can 
be secured by the traveler at his port 

of debarkation. The distances from 
point to point are correctly shown and 
the points of interest so marked that it 
is almost impossible to make an error by 
| carefully following out the directions as 
| given. 

As commonly known, the roads on the 
continent are generally in good repair. 
Especially in France one does not need 
to consult a map concerning their grade 
and character, because both are always 
good. Many points marked “steep 
descent“ on the maps are gentle grades 
which we should scarcely mention in 
America. There is, however, one im- 
portant exception relative to good roads; 
those running into Paris are notorious 
for rough pavements, though the pave- 
ment in the city is good. 

A serious annoyance to the tourist is 
the fact that the famous City of Paris 
stops every motor coming into the city, 
measures the cubic size of the essence“ 
tank, measures the depth of the es- 
sence,“ then asks you how much you 
have, disputes you and after delaying 
and haggling while one might go 2 
miles, finally assesses a heavy duty (20 
centimes a liter, or about 20 cents a gal- 
lon) on what they think you have 
aboard. The above tax at Paris is about 
the same one has to pay in town over 
what he would pay out of town on es- 
sence.“ Consequently, on leaving the 
city one generally buys just outside the 
line. Many cities, including Lyons, have 
been modern enough to abolish this tax, 
but a great number stop one to ask if 
there is any food aboard. 

Tourists in France should be warned 
not to blow the Klaxon or light the 
head lamps in Paris. To do either is 
almost certain to cause arrest, but no 
one is ever arrested for speeding in or 
out of Paris, and the pedestrian who is 
run over has actually often been fined 
for being in the way. Owing to the 
great speed of so many motor cars it is 
necessary to drive very cautiously. 

Formerly it was no uncommon thing 
for a tourist to be obliged to remain for 
a considerable length of time at one 
place, in order that repairae might be 
made upon his car, but the high develop- 
ment of the best in motor cars today 
has almost eliminated this objectionable 
feature. In this connection Mr. Nut- 
ting writes at the close of a recent let- 
“You will be interested to know 
that we have not spent a cent on our 
Stevens-Duryea since leaving America. 
We have toured Italy and France, so far 
making 4500 miles, and after careful ex- 
amination of the mechanism can find 
nothing to do, ag it is running like silk, 
and not a nut or a screw loose.”

Texas and Oklahoma Plants Are 
Much Improved and Eastern 
States Are Prospering. 


Rains have fallen over a large por. 
tion of Texas during the week an 
unless continued too long, the mois- 
ture will be of benefit to cotton be- 
cause it will correct, to some extent, 
the baking of the surface of the 
earth and the choking of the plant. 
Splendid r has been made in 
farm work and the fields are begin- 
ning to show marked improvement, 
but it is very necessary for the 
plant to have timely showers along 
with intervals of sunshine and con- 
stant cultivation. 

The axiom that a dry May makes 4 
healthy cotton plant is not {ll-found- 
ed, for in that period just RN 
“shopping out“ too much rain an 
surface moisture induces lateral 
roots and the tap root does not de- 
velop. When there is not a lengthy 
tap root, the drouth that almost in- 
variably comes in August finds all 
roots near the surface and the 8 
unable to resist heat and drouth. 

The condition in Texas now is such 
that a relapse may come; the invalid 
lants have begun to gather strength 
ut are not out of danger. The plants 
are ill-nourished. The weather, just 
at the moment, is very favorable. 
Oklahoma is enjoying good weather, 
too, and is making rapid gain. 
Arkansas, although some rains have 
fallen, needs much more moisture, 
and the plant is suffering and going 
backward. Louisiana has received 
much-needed rain. 

Eastern States Prospering. 

Mississippi, Alabama and the Caro- 
linas, all report that beneficial and 
timely rains have fallen and relieved 
to a great extent the dry conditions 
amounting to drouth in some locali- 
tles. Some complaint is made the 
rains are not general enough, but in 
the main they have been sufficient. 
In all of these states conditions are 
far ahead of those ruling west of the 
Mississippi. Cultivation has been 
very thorough and the early planted 
cotton is making rapid strides. The 
late planting is not up to good stands 
but is making fair headway since 
the rains. 

In Texas and Oklahoma, a reduc- 
tion of acreage by reason of aban- 
doned fields seems inevitable. It 
surely would be more economical for 
the farmer to concentrate his efforts 
on his best cotton and abandon the 
poorer fields rather than to attempt 
cultivation of full acreage at this late 
date. The Government weekly weather 
— 4 speaks of some replanting 
being done. It would be surprising it 
— late planted cotton should ma- 
ure, 

Prices seem to wait on new devel- 
opments in the fields and from the cor- 
sumers’ end. Estimates of the con- 
sumption of cotton made at the begin- 
ning of the current season were not ex- 
treme, and it seems certain that the 
consumption of American cotton will 
reach 15,000,000 bales. Except for a 
shortage in the supply, there is no rea- 
son to expect a smaller consumption 
next season. In a big way the con- 
sumption of cotton will increase as a 
natural result of the increase of popu- 
lation. 

Dry Goods Export Trade Dead. 


In the dry goods markets the reports 
indicate that the export trade is dead, 
but there are no accumulated stocks of 
dry goods in this country, and our do- 
mestic mills have gone on turning out 
goods at a great rate all season long. 
For this reason it seems fair to assume 
that they may expect domestic trade to 
take their output without difficulty. The 
New York Commercial says: 

»The Western merchant has been bus- 
ily engaged in studying crop conditions 
in his section of the country, and is 
now making up his mind that crops 
are going to be large. This means that 
the buying power of the Western sec- 
tions of the country will be strong, and 
no amount of talk on the part of politi- 
cal faction can wipe out the buyin: 
power of the farming element. Mer 
chants are also aware of the fact that 
overconservatism in covering forward 
needs will be just as much to their dis- 
advantage as lack of conservatism.”’ 

The lack of export business seems to 
be mainly due to our mills running into 
a competition with cheap and inferior 
European made goods. hese are made 
from low grades, and, from.the cotton 
producer’s standpoint, and from the 
standpoint of price, these low grade cot- 
tons might as well be taken by Euro- 

ean as domestic mills. Price making 

e a curious thing, and at times inde- 
pendent of real conditions. 

At present the markets for spot cotton 
are changing quotation very little, in 
most markets, not at all. Some decline 
bas occurred in the future markets, and 
there are many signs of manipulation, 
straddling, etc., the relative differences 
between months changing materially 
every day. 

The week-end figures show world’s 
spinners’ takings of all kinds nearly 
85,000 bales more than for the same 
week last year, but takings of Amer- 
ican some 7000 bales less than for the 
same week last year. Takings of 
American last week were 54,000 bales 
less than for last week. The into- 
sight movement continues compara- 
tiveJy large, and at the present rate 
the total movement this year will be 
well above the 14,750,000 mark.

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$90,000 RAISED 
TOWARD $350,000 
OPERA HOUSE HERE 


Eight Subscriptions Received in 
Two Days by Committee 
Headed by E. A. Faust. 


Announcement was made yesterday. 
by Guy Golterman, promoter of the 
enterprise, that $80,000 has been sub- 
soribed in two days toward the enec- 
tion of a $350,000 opera house in St. 


Louis, to be the third largest in the 
United States, and that in addition 
steps will be taken by Edward A. 
Faust to revive the $50,000 offer for 
the purpose made shortly before his 
death by Adolphus Busch. 

The sum of $10,000 each has been 
pledged by the members of the Opera 
House Founders’ Organization Com- 
mittee, consisting of Edward A. 
Faust, chairman; George W. Simmons, 
John Fowler, Charles A. Stix and 
Daniel G. Taylor. Additional sub- 
scriptions of $10,000 each were re- 
ceived from Mrs. Adolphus Busch, 
Claude Kilpatrick and Charles Wig- 
gins. 

In accepting the chairmanship of 
the committee, Faust stated that he 
would try to bring about the resus- 
citation of the $50,000 offer toward 
the erection of an opera house which 
was made by his father-in-law, Ad- 
olphus Busch, and which was contin- 
gent upon the raising of a similar 
sum and dependent upon a time limit 
which already has expired. 

The original plan to build a com- 
bination opera house and hotel has 
been abandoned.in view of the fact 
that a 20-story hotel is to be erected 
on Twelfth and Market streets, oppo- 
site the city hall, by August A. Busch. 
The proposed opera house is to be 
without stores, offices or other com- 
mercial features, and is to be devoted 
exclusively to opera, drama and 
music. 

A horseshoe tier of 80 boxes, to be 
sold at $10,000 each to 30 wealthy 
families in return for stock in the 
opera house corporation, is relied up- 
on to finance the building operations. 
The holders of the boxes, each of 
which will seat six persons, will have 
the privilege of their prior occupa- 
tion on the payment of the current 
rate for tickets. 

Plans have been made tentatively for 
a structure 220 feet long, 125 feet wide 
and 80 feet high, containing 1200 seats 
on the orchestra floor, 900 in each of 
two balconies, and a tier of 90 boxes 
—or 3180 seats in all. This capacity 
would be surpassed only by the Metro- 
politan Opera House in New York, 
with 8232 seats, and by the Metropoli- 
tan Opera House in Philadelphia, with 
3560 seats. It would about equal the 
capacity of the Music Hall in the old 
Exposition Building. 

The idea of placing the 
portion of the financial burden upon 
the box holders is modeled after the 
organization of the Metropolitan Opera 
and Real Estate Co. in New York 
more than 30 years ago. The boxes of 
the famous Horseshoe Tier’’ were sold 
for 330,000 each, and now command 
large premiums. 

It is expected to have the details of 
the enterprise worked out by next fall, 
when Otto Kahn, chairman of the di- 
rectorate of the Metropolitan Opera 
Co., is to visit St. Louis as Faust's 
guest.

The first important step in the move- 
ment for a simplification and reform of 
judicial procedure in Missouri was taken 
yesterday when the Court Commission, 
recently appointed by Gov. Major, passed 
a resolution providing for the submis- 
sion in November of a proposed State 
constitutional amendment giving the 
Legislature power to merge the State’s 
three courts of appeal, their Judges 
and jurisdiction with the State Supreme 
Court. 

The commission met in the Court of 
Appeals room in the Pierce Building, 
adopting the resolution after suggestions 
and discussions by Judges George D. 
Reynolds, Albert D. Nortoni and WII- 
iam H. Allen of the Court of Appeals 
and several lawyers. 


In order to have the proposed amend- 
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ment submitted to a vote in November, 
it would be netessary to circulate init- 
iative petitions and obtain signatures of 
5 per cent of the bonafide voters in 12 
of the 16 congressional districts. This 
would call for about 35,000 signers. The 
petitions would have to be filed by 
July 3. 

Members of the commission said 
Gov. Major would issue a proclamation 
Monday; setting aside a certain day 
and asking that on that date voters 
make it a point to sign a petition for 
the submission of the proposed amend- 
ment. 

The proposed amendment also pro- 
vides that the term of an incumbent 
Judge shall not be affected by the pro- 
posed merger and that, if necessary, 
the Supreme Court may require Cir- 
cuit Judges to sit as Supreme Judges. 

A further amendment is recommended 
in the resolution, providing that the 
Supreme Court, en banc, or the Courts 
of Appeal, shall deliver written opin- 
jons in civil and misdemeanor ‘causes 
only where a question of law is present- 
ed not previously settled by the Court, 
where the question presented is one of 
public interest or relates to the con- 
struction of the Constitution, where the 
Court, en banc, direct a written opin- 
ion, or where the Court overrules, mod- 
ies or reverses a judgment. 

The resolution also recommends an 
amendment providing that the Supreme 
Court may, by general rule, establish. 
modify and amend the procedure and 


practice in the court, and may, if au-

The question is sometimes asked hoy 
old chicks must be before they are g@od 
to eat. No exact rule can be given 
A pound to a pound and a half dressed 
is a favorite size for broilers in the 
city markets, and usually it is most 
profitable to sell broilers at this age. 
In general it may be said that if 4 
chick is well fed it is good eating any 
time after it reaches a weight of one 
pound. If it is properly fed and fat- 
tened it will be good till it is three 
or four years of age. Recently I had 
a cock three years old, weighing 12 
pounds, which I wanted to dispose of. 
The family would not listen to having 
the old fellow killed and eaten at home. 
He was too much a part of the fam- 
ily. The nearest meat market would 
not have him, because old roosters“ 
were tough. Well, I fooled the family 
by taking him to the meat market to 
be killed and dressed, then took him 
home. He was as tender as a six- 
months-old chick, because of was of a 
good eating type and because he was 
well fattened. 

In the restaurants and hotels of Lon- 
don and. other large cities they now 
want broilers smaller than a pound, 
say three-quarters of a pound, or even 
a half pouna. These little chicks are 
in great demand in April and May by 
the wealthy classes, and of course the 
prices are extremely fancy. They sell 
for 40 to 7 cents each. 

Varieties like the Dorkings, Orping- 
tons and Faverolles are used for this 
purpose. These little chicks are called 
petits poussins. This makes them taste 
better and causes the purchasers to 
part with their money more cheerful- 
ly. Milk is the chief article of food in 
preparing these broilers for the mar- 
ket. They are also fed small quanti- 
ties of hard-boiled eggs, meal moistened 
with milk, oatmeal, barley meal, mid- 
dling, etc. They are fed a variety be- 
cause they will thus eat more, and the 
more rapidly they grow the better they 
are to eat and the cheaper it is to get 
them to the market stage. The value 
of milk in feeding poultry for the mar- 
ket is recognized in this country. 


Chicks Should Be Kept 
Apart From Old Birds 


If That Is Not Feasible, Protect 
the Feed for Growing Birds 
From the Adults. 

Growing chicks should not be allowed 
to run with the old fowls, other than 
the mother hen. They will most likely 
be abused for one thing. The most rea 
portant reason, however, lies in the 
feeding. A system of feeding adapted 
to the mature fowls is not adapted to 
growing chicks, and vice versa. This 
applies not only to the little chicks, but 
also to young stock up to laying time. 
I know that it is not always feasible to 
make this separation, but it should be 

done when possible. 

In general it may be said that growing 
chicks should be fed all they will eat. 
If you want rapid, consistent growth, 
the more you can get the growing stock 
to eat the better, provided that the ra- 
tion be a good one, adapted to growth. 
Young stock will not eat too much if 
the food be of the right sort, clean, 
wholesome, well balanced, in good va- 
riety, strong in muscle and bone-build- 
ing elements. 

‘But this condition does not apply to 
the old fowls. The system of feeding 
which will make chicks grow rapidly is 
likely to make the old fowls too fat. 
If you do not find it feasible to keen 
all the little chicks away from the old 
stock, at least provide sheltered places 
for feeding the chicks, under a slatted 
frame through which the old fowls can- 
not go.

Double Mating System Neces- 
sary to Get Best Results From 
These Fine Birds. 


Other varieties have their ups and 
downs. Their popularity waxes and 
wanes, This is true, doubtless, to some 
extent, of the Barred Plymouth Rocks, 


but it is less true of this variety than of 
any other fowls. There is more demand 
for Barred Rocks than for any other 
variety of pure-bred fowls and this has 
been true continuously for many years. 
The Barred Rock has been called es- 
pecially the farmer’s fowl. It is that 
certainly. More Barred Rocks are seen 
on the farms of the country than any 
other fowls. It is also true that the 
Barred Rock is pre-eminently the fan- 
ciers’ fowl. It probably requires more 
skill to breed Barred Rocks true to 
color than any other variety. And 
when success is attained certainly no 
fowl is more becutiful. In the great 
poultry shows in New York, Boston, 
Chicago or St. Louis, they attract the 


most attention, as they do in the 
local county fairs. 
I don’t breed Barred Rocks, never did 


breed them and probably never shall 
breed them, so I cannot be accused of 
prejudice when I say that the Barred 
Rocks are the ‘eading variety of fowls. 
The Barred Rock is, in shape, like the 
other Plymouth Rocks, such as the 
white or buff. It is a bird of medium“ 
characteristics. It is medium in size, or 
a little larger, medium in length and 
breadth of back, in tail, in length of 
legs, etc. It is yellow in skin, and 18 
the fowl that has made the “yellow- 
legged chicken“ synonymous with good 
eating in America. Of course this yel- 
low color is now recognized as not add- 
ing to the quality, but at any rate, 
Barred Rocks are mighty good eating. 
In fact the Barred Rock is without 
a superior as a useful, practical fowl 
It is notoriously hardy. It Is as free 
from disease as any other fowl. It 
matures quickly. It has plenty of size 
for table purposes. It is a good layer, 
though the eggs are often not 80 
large as those of some other varieties. 
The hens make .excellent mothers. 
They are more inclined to broodiness 
than some others. With some people 
this is an objection. They are cer- 
tainly not more persistent sitters than 
that other popular fowl, the Rhode 
Island Red. 


Good Color Attractive. 


The color of the Barred Rocks is 
most interesting and attractive, that 
is, attractive in a really good speci- 
men. The pale, washed-out specimens 
one often sees are not beautiful, nor 
on the other hand are those just as 
commonly seen which are black and 
smutty, with no distinct barrings, 
and when you hear someone saying 
he doesn’t think Barred Rocks are 
beautiful, you will probably find on 
inquiry he has in mind either these 
washed-out or smutty specimens. 

The color is, in general, black and 
white, though not exactly black and 
white. Each feather should be 
“barred” throughout its entire length 
with parallel bars of a lighter and 
darker shade. The darker bar stops 
short of positive black and the light- 
er bar is not quite white. The Barred 
Rock has often been called blue. To 
some eyes it is blue. I think the blu- 
ish effect comes from the blending of 
the two rather peculiar colors. Of 
course the bars should be bright and 
distinct. This gives the “snappy” ap- 
pearance so much sought. The end 
of the feathers should be of the dark- 
er color. Perfect barring is never 
seen, though some specimens ars 
beautifully barred. The barrings of 
the main wing feathers, or flights, 
is always defective. 

I have referred to the difficulty of 
breeding this variety, In order to ob- 
tain the best results it is imperative 
that what is called the double-mating 
system be used. This is also in use 
in such varieties as Brown Leghorns 
or the Partridges of various breeds. 


The double mating system means tha: 
you must have one type of color mating 
to produce standard or exhibition cock- 
erels and another type of mating to 
produce the highest quality in pullets. 
That means a lot of trouble and many 
breeders will not go to such trouble. 
But if one is ambitious to have the 
very best in Barred Rocks this double 
mating system is necessury, because 
you cannot get the kind of birds you 
want otherwise. The Barred Aocks that 
win in the best shows are practically 
without exception the rest of the 
double mating system. 


How Breeding Works Ot. 


If you mate a Barred Rock male of 
the correct color with females of the 
correct color in both sexes, you would 
naturally expect to get chicks of correct 
color in both sexes, but alas, this 
just what you do not get, consequently 
the double mating plan. For a cockerel 
mating you use a male that is of the 
correct standard fn exhibition color, and 
put him with females that are too dark 
in win in the showroom. You want 
these females, however, to be as goon 
in barring as possible. For the produce - 
tion of pullets you use a male that is 
too light for a show bird, but with as 
distinct barrings as possible, mated ty 
pullets that are of correct color. An 
this means skill and trouble, but it 
you are after the best results there 18 
no help for it. 

Sowe of the best known Barred Rock 
breeders in the country breed only in

We have several customers who are 
complaining about our eggs. The yolks 
are not a golden yellow, as they should 


be, but are rather a dirty greenish 
color. We gather the eggs daily and 
the hens are in good health—A, Sub- 
scriber, St. Louis. 

I believe it is green feed that is col- 
oring the eggs. It is like turning a 
cow on rich pasture in the spring. The 
milk sometimes has a grassy look and 
flavor for a time. The eggs probably 
taste all right, but don’t look good. 
After a time they will probably lose 
this objectionable color. Unfortunately, 
it is difficult to feed green stuff too 
heavily in the spring at first. Some 
foods, even though good, if fed sudden- 
ly and liberally to fowls will affect the 
eggs, for a time, and then no effect is 
seen. A woman called me by phone and 
stated a situation just like this. I 
asked her if she had been feeding the 
hens something recently which they had 
not been getting. She replied that she 
had lately begun to feed the hens all 
the tender green alfalfa they would eat 
and that they devour it eagerly. I 
told her 1 had no doubt this green al- 
falfa colored the eggs, and that this ef- 
fect would probably be only temporary. 
I think “‘subscriber’s’’ case must be a 
similar one. 


Lice on Roosters. 


Perhaps you can tell me what is the 
matter with my rooster. He is barred 
rock, year and a half old and has been 
well and hearty until a few days ago, 
when his legs seemed to become weak 
and he could not stand or walk. When 
he gets down he cannot get up. In the 
few. days hie has become very thin, al- 
though he has had plenty to eat and has 
a good appetite. His‘comb is pale and 
he cannot get on the roost. He has 
been running with 10 or 12 hens.

But it max not be 
lice. Without seeing the bird I could 
not say what is the trouble. Rub sul- 
phur or Persian insect powder through 
feathers anyway. . Be sure the bird gets 
plenty to eat.

Specialist in Children’s 
Diseases Denounces 


the Boiling of Milk 


OCTORS who advocate the boiling 
of milk to rid it of its bacterial 
impurities never suggest boiling 
butter. Yet butter is a concen- 

trated milk product, always made from 
raw milk and even more likely to con- 
tain disease producing germs. 

Such was one of the arguments thrown 
at the advocates of cooking milk by Dr. 
Ralph Vincent of the Manchester (En- 
gland) infants’ Hospital at a meeting of 
the Manchester Medical Society. 

Dr. Vincent said that the most noxious 
bacteria were those that grew in ster- 
ilized milk. By this he meant that ster- 
ilized milk when once it began to turn 
sour was far more dangerous than raw 
milk. The explanation of this is that 
the bacteria which develop in raw milk, 
in themselves distinctly wholesome, are 
at the same time powerful enough to pre- 
vent the development of their poisonous 
cousins. 
teria are killed by pasteurization there 
is nothing to oppose the growth of the 
evil ones. Aecording to Dr. Vincent, 
this same process. takes place in the 
tummy of the baby, the good bacteria 
of raw milk keeping down the growth 
of such dangerous microbes as the Gvlon 
bacillus. 

To one of the doctors present, who 
spoke of “sterile” milk, Dr. Vincent re- 
plied that there was no such thing. 
Neither human milk nor cow's milk was 
sterile. If either of these were collected 
aseptically and kept at- blood tempera- 
ture for eight hours they would show 
a profuse growth of the microbes called 
Streptococcus lacticus. This, however, 
is one of the beneficent microbes. 

Dr. Vincent said pasteurization could 

not be relied upon to kill the bacillus of 
tuberculosis. His experience convinced 
him that children fed on boiled or con- 
densed milk were more prone to tuber- 
culosis, especially in its more serious 
forms, than those fed on raw milk. He 
said dried milk was better as a food 
than boiled. 
There are many specialists in the dis- 
eases of children who thoroughly agree 
with Dr. Vincent's ideas. The writer 
has heard an eminent New York phys- 
ician denounce pasteurization, saying 
that it deprived the milk of some of its 
most valuable constituents, especially the 
bacteria that destroy the disease-produc- 
ing bacteria that flourish in the human 
intestines.

This hole is the opening of a tube that 
runs up inside the tooth and communi- 
cates with a little sac-in the roof of the 
mouth where the venom is stored. When 


the snake “strikes” and its fangs sink 


into the flesh the venom runs down the 
tube and is left in the blood. 

The general effect of this poison is a 
feeling of intoxication, loss of power over 
the limbs, profuse salivation, paralysis 
of the tongue and throat, difficulty in 
breathing, inability to swallow, twitch- 
ing of the limbs and arrest of breathing. 
The heart finally ceases to beat. 

Dr. Thomes J. Mays, Medical Director 
of the Philadelphia Clinic for the Home 
Treatment of Chest and Throat Diseases, 
compares the symptoms of rattlesnake 
bite with those of poisoning by cyanide 
of potassium.
